We have caused it 
be lighted by electricity and have allowed the lower hall to 
be opened and warmed for the use of the members of the: 


company. 
We feel that every inducement should be given the mem- 


bers of the two companies to keep them thoroughly efficient 


while dependent upon them as we are while using the present | 
apparatus. 
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Your Board decided that, with the growth of the town, 
here was occasion for a better system of Fire Alarms than 
that which had been in use, and they encouraged and aided 
1) the purchase of a steam gong which was placed on the 
Steel Edge Stamping and Retinning Co.'s buildings and 
rangements were made with them to blow all alarms for 
es. 

We caused the town to be divided into four districts, 
‘thinking that in that way we could best locate and handle a 
|fire, and in our judgment, with good results. We have had 
‘several fires, but have met with no severe losses, as will be 
seen by list of fires and amount of estimated damage. 

We would recommend, considering the large increase in 
our buildings and our gain in perishable property and with 
the very excellent hydrant-system, which will soon be avail- 
able, that there should be established a series of electric 
Fire Alarms, which can be done in a small way to begin with 
and increased as occasion requires. 

We would also recommend an increase in our hose supply 
of at least one thousand feet of two and one-half inch hose. 

We would also recommend a reservoir in the vicinity of 
the chapel at Rockville. 

We would recommend an appropriation of at least five 
hundred dollars for general expenses.

The beginning promised 
a successful session with from 20 to 25 in attendance and so 
continued to the holidays. Since then, owing greatly un- 
doubtedly to the inclement season, the number continually 
dwindled until it became so small that the school has been 
discontinued. 


SCHOOLHOUSES.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


Fo the School Committee of Millis: 


GENTLEMEN,—In accordance with custom, I have the 
honor of presenting you my annual report for the year ending 
Feb. 28, 1893. 

The year just completed has been marked by many 


changes. 


CHANGE OF TEACHERS. 


The most noticeable of these is, perhaps, the unusually 
Jarze number of defections from the ranks of our teachers ; 
mo less than five resignations having been tendered and 
accepted since the date of the last report. 

While the vacancies thus left have been promptly and, we 
trust, well filled, there has been, as must always be the case, 
a distinct break in the school work, and a censequent loss to 
the pupils and to the school. Without any disparagement of 
the present teachers of the schools mentioned, who are, with- 
out exception, doing faithful, conscientious work, it must be

SCHOOLHOUSE NEEDED. 


If the schools of Millis are to increasd in efficiency, or 
even to maintain their present Standing, several matters wil], 
Tequire the immediate attention of the townspeople. : 

The accommodations afforded by the Ellice and the Daniell 
schoolhouses are ample for the present, but those of the 
Adams building are utterly inadequate. In the fourth and 
fifth grades twenty-three pupils, with the teacher's desk, the 
school library and a stove, are crowded into a space 12 ft. by 
30, an arrangement which absolutely forbids any attempt at 
comfortably seating the children, and even the most elemen- 
tary ventilation. In the Grammar school the assistant 
utilizes the cloak room as a Place for hearing recitations. 
Here the surroundings, owing to the ravages of time, and 
of successive generations of children, are anything but 
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ts. The need of new quarters is imperative. 

fithout saying more, I merely repeat the recommenda- 
jon of the last report, that a schoolhouse, of at least four, 
and preferably of six or seven rooms, be provided at the 
earliest possible date. A prudent foresight would perceive 
the advisability of erecting a building of the latter capacity, 
as the town, at its present rate of growth, will absolutely 
require the space thus furnished in a very short time. 


SUB-DIVISION OF GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


Another change, which should be made the moment 
additional rooms become available, is the separation of the 
sixth and seventh from the eighth and ninth grades. The 
present temporary expedient of confiding the pupils of the 
lower grades to the care of an assistant, who occupies the 
cloak room as a recitation hall, is a great improvement on the 
former plan, which required one teacher to do the work of 
two, and necessitated doing hurried, superficial work in many 
branches, instead of thorough work in a reasonable number. 

At comparatively small expense, however, these pupils can, 
in a new building, be given a room to themselves, free from 
> all the distracting influences of the recitations of the children 
of the higher grades, and the confusion caused by continual 
marching and countermarching from room to room, and can, 
during school hours, be wholly under the control of their own 
teacher, instead of having, as at present, the benefit of her 
presence and instruction only a part of the time. 


REGULATING ATTENDANCE. 


The attention of parents is again called to the great desir- 
ability of encouraging a regular attendance. The school
